D i s t i c h Bays. 
The violin, w-hlrh he was more than 
a year in com pleting, has been tested 
by m usicians 
and 
pronounced 
high 
grade in every respect. 
Its quality of 
tone is seldom surpassed. 
Its lines 
a re graceful and the finish perfect. 
Before he started to work on this 
instrum ent, he discovered 
th a t 
the 
glue which enters Into the construe 
don of violins has much to do w ith 
their sounding properties. 
He heard 
of a lot of glue found on the premises 
of an aged cabinetm aker who had Im 
ported the stuff years ago from En 
gland. 
This glue was obtained and 
used in m aking this rem arkable vio­ 
lin.

were all fashioned by hand to fit the 
particu lar place in which they w ere to 
lie. 
When the violin was completed 
no one could tell from the outside a p ­ 
pearance that it was mad** of so m any 
tiny bits. 
Many of the ph?ks were so 
tiny they could scarcely be seen with 
th** naked eye 
When tested by mu 
aicians the unique instrum ent was dc 
d a re d to be extrem ely val na tile for its 
qualities, a p a rt from Its peculiar ton 
st ruction.

wdll be given every 
tost by skilled musicians.

Eudora, Kan , Nov. 13.—Th** nine­ 
teen-year-old bandit, Earl Bullock, who 
robbed the state hank of Eudora on 
Oct ll, returned yesterday afternoon 
at 3 o’clock with a companion, held up 
the cashier and robbed th** bank again. 
While th** robbers were at work Fred 
Starr, assistant cashier of the Kaw 
Valley Stat** bank of Eudora, entered 
the Eudora State bank with the day's 
clearings. 
The 
robbers 
shot 
bim 
through the jaw. 
Grabbing all th** 
money they could reach, the robbers 
ran out of th** back door. A posse w as 
at once formed. 
The robbers fled to 
the hills west of town. The posse sur­ 
rounded them there. 
A fight took 
place in th** hills between the posse 
and robbers. 
After a few shots had 
been fired Bullock fell with a bullet 
through his head. 
The bullet is sup­ 
posed to have been tired by his own 
hand. 
Bullock’s companion, a youth 
named McKay, surrendered. 
Bullock, although life was almost 
extinct, was carried to Eudora and 
placed in the city ball. 
A big crowd 
surrounded the building awaiting the 
news that he was dead. 
Around Bul­ 
lock's wrist was found a leather band. 
W rapped in It was a diamond engage­ 
ment ring. 
Early in October two revolvers were 
stolen from a hardware store In Law j 
rence. 
Earl Hullers was suspected of 
the theft, and whet a deputy sheriff 
went to arrest him he found Bullock 
had gone to Eudora, a few miles from 
Lawrence. 
He followed him there, ar­ 
riving in time to find Bullock in the 
Eudora State hank talking to the cash­ 
ier, T. E. Wilson. 
The deputy sheriff 
told Bullock he was under arrest. 
As Woods turned to talk to Wilson, 
Bullock drew a pistol from his pocket 
and forced tho deputy sheriff and the 
cashier to walk into the hank vault, 
which Bullock closed after them. Bul­ 
lock then took $800 and hurried to 
law rence. 
Two hours lifter they had 
been locked up Woods and Wilson 
were released from the vault.
